PM, Cabinet step down as 
anti- Syria protests intensify 

BEIRUT, LEBANONI With shouts of “Syria out ! ” 
25,000 protesters massed outside Parliament 
in a dramatic display of defiance that forced 
out Lebanon’s pro -Syrian prime minister and 
Cabinet Monday, two weeks after the assas- 
sination of a popular politician touched off 
increasing unrest. 

Minutes after Prime Minister Omar 
Karami announced he was stepping down, 
jubilant demonstrators — shouting, wav- 
ing flags and handing red roses to soldiers 
— demanded that Syrian- 
backed President Emile 
Lahoud bow out, too, and 
pressed on with their calls 
for Syria to withdraw its 
troops from the country. 

Syria remained silent 
about the rapidly chang- 
ing atmosphere in Beirut, 
where it ruled unopposed for years, even 
deciding on the Lebanon’s leaders, after 
deploying troops ostensibly as peacekeep- 
ers during the 1975-90 civil war. 

At first glance, the resignation of Karami 
and his government was a huge victory for the 
opposition, united by dislike of the Syrian- 
backed government and the drive to find 
those who killed former Prime Minister 
Rafik Hariri two weeks ago. Many blame 
Syria for his assassination. 

The government may have stepped down 
in part to quell the unprecedented anger at 
Syria and its allies in Lebanon. Still, Damascus 
remains the major player in the country: Aside 
from its troops, it has powerful allies, includ- 
ing the president, the intelligence services and

Intel Raises 
Concern of 
New Threat 

Officials: Bin Laden 
enlists al-Zarqawi for 
possible attack on U.S. 

WASHINGTON I New intelligence 
indicates that Osama bin Laden is 
enlisting Abu Musab al-Zarqawi, his 
top operative in Iraq, to plan poten- 
tial attacks on the United States, 
federal officials said Monday. 

Al-Zarqawi has been involved 
in attacks in the Middle East. He 
has not been known to have set his 
sights on America. 

The Homeland Security 
Department issued a classified 
bulletin to officials over the week- 
end about the intelligence, which 
spokesman Brian Roehrkasse 
described as “credible but not spe- 
cific.” 

The government has no immedi- 
ate plans to raise its national terror 
alert level, Roehrkasse said. But, he 
said, the intelligence “reiterates the 
desire by al Qaeda and its associ- 
ates to target the homeland.” 

Bin Laden was in contact 
with al-Zarqawi within the past 
two months in an effort to enlist 
him in attacks, said an official, 
who spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity. The move may reflect 
the al Qaeda leadership’s desire 
to involve al-Zarqawi in activi- 
ties outside Iraq, the official said.

Opening statements 
paint pop star as both 
molestor and victim 

SANTA MARIA, CALIF. I Jurors were 
given opposing images of Michael 
Jackson as the pop star’s trial 
opened Monday — the prosecution 
portraying him as a perverted child 
molester and the defense saying he 
was the victim of a con artist who 
used her cancer-stricken son to prey 
on celebrities for money. 

District Attorney Thomas 
Sneddon outlined a complicated 
and bizarre story alleging that 
Jackson showed the boy sexually 
explicit material and groped him as 
his associates threatened to kill the 
boy’s mother if he told anyone. 

Sneddon said the boy, now 15, 
will describe to the jury his sexu- 
al experiences with Jackson and 
show that the musician’s Neverland 
Ranch was a devilish lair. 


Jackson, 46, sat still as a stat- 
ue with one hand pressed against 
his cheek as Sneddon outlined the 
accusations. Jackson is charged 
with molesting the then-13 -year- 
old cancer patient at Neverland in 
2003, plying him with alcohol and 


conspiring to hold him and his fam- 
ily captive. 

After the nearly three-hour 
opening by the prosecutor, defense 
attorney Thomas Mesereau. Jr. went

Those nervous about 
future likely to oppose 
Soeial Seeurity reform 

WASHINGTON I Americans over 40 
and people who are nervous about 
retirement are most likely to oppose 
President Bush’s plan for creating 
personal accounts in Social Security, 
an Associated Press poll found. 

Almost half of Americans who 
haven’t retired say they don’t think 
they’re doing a good job of getting 
ready for that time in their lives, 
according to the AP poll. 

More than half of Americans — 
55 percent — say they oppose Bush’s 
plan to create private accounts, 
while 39 percent say they support 
it, according to the survey. 

Support for Social Security 
reform also varies sharply with 
different age groups. A majority of 
people from 18-29 — 54 percent — 
support the president’s plan, while 
only a third of those from 40-64 say 
they support the plan. 

That age divide could be impor- 
tant as the president attempts to 
persuade Congress to back his plan. 
Younger voters tend to play less of 
a role in midterm election years, 
which 2006 will be, than they do in

Judge orders terrorism 
suspeet Padilla must 
be charged or released 

WASHINGTON I A federal judge 
ordered the Bush administration 
Monday either to charge terrorism 
suspect Jose Padilla with a crime 
or release him after more than 2 34 
years in custody. 

In South Carolina, the state 
where Padilla is held, U.S. District 
Judge Henry Floyd said the govern- 
ment cannot hold Padilla indefi- 


nitely as an “enemy combatant,” a 
designation President Bush gave 
the American citi- 
zen in 2002. 

“The court finds 
that the president 
has no power, nei- 
ther express nor 
implied, neither 
constitutional nor 
statutory, to hold petitioner as an 
enemy combatant,” Floyd wrote in a 
opinion that was a stern rebuke to 
the government. He gave the admin- 
istration 45 days to take action. 


“We think that this is a wonder- 
ful decision,” said Padilla’s attor- 
ney, Andy Patel. “It is one of those 
moments that all Americans should 
be proud of.” 

The Justice Department had 
no immediate comment on the 
ruling. 

The administration has said 
Padilla, aformer Chicago gang mem- 
ber, sought to blow up hotels and 
apartment buildings in the United 
States in addition to planning an 
attack with a “dirty bomb” radio- 
logical device, mark sherman (ap)

Suicide Attack in Iraq Kills At Least 115

Bombing in Shiite area 
is worst single strike 
since fall of Saddam 

HILLAH, IRAQ I In the deadliest sin- 
gle strike since the fall of Saddam 
Hussein, a suicide car bomber 
attacked mostly Shiite police and 
National Guard recruits lined up for 
physical exams at a medical clinic 
Monday, killing 115 and wounding 
132 there and at a nearby market. 

The bombing presented the bold- 
est challenge yet to Iraq’s efforts to 
build a security force that can take 
over from the Americans. 

The explosion in Hillah, a largely 
Shiite Muslim town about 60 miles 
south of Baghdad, was so powerful 
that the only thing remaining of the 
bomber’s car was the twisted wreck- 
age of the engine block. 

Dozens ofpeople stepped through 
small lakes of blood that pooled on 
the street to retrieve shattered limbs, 
severed feet and hands. 

Empty shoes and sandals of those 
killed or wounded were thrown into 
a corner. Scorch marks infused with 
blood covered the clinic’s walls. 
Morgue workers unloaded plastic 
body bags from pickup trucks as 
weeping relatives looked on. 

Some of the victims were shop- 
pers or vendors from a nearby out- 


door street market. But most were 
recruits waiting outside the clinic. 

The bombing comes at a time 
when the Sunni Arab insurgency 
is trying to disrupt the formation 
of a new government set to be led 
by majority Shiites for the first time 
in modern history. Iraqi forces are 


eventually supposed to take over 
responsibility for security — the 
key to Washington’s exit strategy 
— but they remain under- equipped, 
ill-prepared to fight insurgents and 
often make easy targets. 

The Shiites have refrained 
from striking back — mostly at the 


behest of their revered leader. Grand 
Ayatollah Ali al-Sistani, who is cred- 
ited with bringing them this far. 

There was no claim of respon- 
sibility for the attack. Police in 
Babil province said “several people” 
were arrested, but gave no details.

BUJUMBURA, BURUNDI | Voters in 
Burundi turned out in large num- 
bers to cast ballots on a constitu- 
tion that enshrines Hutu control of 
parliament and government after 
decades of minority Tutsi domi- 
nance, officials said. 

Electoral chief Paul Ngarambe 
said at least 80 percent of 3.1 mil- 
lion registered voters cast ballots in 
the referendum, which will deter- 
mine the fate of a constitution 
that reserves 60 percent of seats 
in government and parliament for 
Hutus and 40 percent for Tutsis.

U.S. Mulls Incentives for Iran 


Carrot-stick tactic was once rejected by Bush 


LONDON I President Bush is con- 
sidering whether to join European 
leaders in offering economic incen- 
tives to Iran in exchange for aban- 
doning its nuclear fuel program, 
Secretary of State Condoleezza 
Rice said Monday. 

The Bush administration has 
opposed any rewards for Tehran’s 
cooperation. During the president’s 
trip to Europe last week, European 
leaders urged him to join them in 
offering incentives such as possible 
eventual membership for Iran in the 
World Trade Organization. 

Their argument was that a unit- 
ed front would be more effective 


than a continuing U.S.-Europe split 
over how to persuade Iran to give 
up its nuclear ambitions. 

“The president is consider- 
ing what he heard in Europe and 
looking at what he thinks might 
be necessary to support European 
diplomacy, but he hasn’t made 
any decisions,” Rice said. “He’s 
really reviewing and looking back 
on the conversations,” she said en 
route to London for meetings with 
newly elected Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas.

LONDON I A British man accused 
of plotting with “shoe-bomb- 
er” Richard Reid pleaded guilty 
Monday to conspiring to blow up 
a U.S.-bound aircraft in 2001. 

Saajid Badat, 25, who prosecutors 
said dismantled his bomb after hav- 
ing second thoughts, was to be sen- 
tenced at a later date. It was the first 
major conviction for a terrorist plot 
here since the Sept. 11 attacks. 

Badat was charged with conspir- 
ing with Reid, who was convicted 
in the United States, and with a 
Tunisian to make the bomb. 

“It is clear the plan was that Reid 
and Badat would bring down a pas- 
senger aircraft at similar times in 
late December” of 2001, prosecu- 
tor Richard Horwell said. 

Badat received training in explo- 
sives in Afghanistan and Pakistan, 
and returned to Britain on Dec. 10, 
2001, with his device, according to 
Horwell. Four days later, he sent an 
e-mail to his handlers “indicating he 
might withdraw” from the plot, (ap)

Fairfax May Get Assessment Relief 


FAIRFAX, VA. I Fairfax Couuty resi- 
dents will be paying more in prop- 
erty taxes as home values continue 
to soar.

Woman Gets 17 
Years for Slavery 


Silver Spring resident 
forced 11-year-old to 
cook, clean for no pay 

GREENBELT, MD. I A Silver Spring 
woman was sentenced to more than 
17 years in prison Monday for forc- 
ing a Cameroonian girl to work as 
a domestic servant for two years in 
the late 1990s, beginning when the 
girl was only 11 years old. 

Theresa Mubang was convict- 
ed by a federal jury in November 
of involuntary servitude and har- 
boring an alien. Prosecutors said 
she forced Evelyn Chumbow, now 
18, to cook, clean and take care of 
Mubang s young children for no pay. 
Mubang also allegedly beat the girl 


with a high-heeled shoe, broomstick 
and television cable. 

Mubang fled shortly after 
her conviction and was not in 
court Monday. Her attorney, 
Peter Goldman, said Mubang’s 
use of a domestic servant was 
part of the “cultural norms” that 
Mubang brought from her native 
Cameroon. 

But U.S. District Court Judge 
Deborah Chasanow rejected 
that argument while sentencing 
Mubang to 17 years and 6 months 
in prison. 

The offenses “went well beyond 
any differences in cultural norms,” 
Chasanow said. “One simply cannot 
take advantage of young girls from 
other cultures.” Stephen manning (ap)

$11B buyout of May 
would give it 950 
stores across country 

C I N C I N N AT 1 1 Federated Department 
Stores plans to double its size by 
acquiring May Department Stores 
in what amounts to an $11 billion 
bet that department stores have a 
future, even as consumers increas- 
ingly shop at discounters and spe- 
cialty stores. 

“We believe passionately that 
department stores have a very 
important place in the ever-forming, 
ever- changing retail environment,” 
Terry J. Lundgren, Federated’s chair- 
man said Monday in announcing the 
cash-and-stock deal. 

Many of May’s department stores 
eventually will be converted to the 
Macy’s name as Federated acceler- 
ates its strategy of creating a nation- 


wide brand that would give it pricing 
leverage with suppliers. The trans- 
action also would bring together 
the operator of Bloomingdale’s 
with May’s Marshall Field’s, Lord 
& Taylor and Hecht’s chains. 

Federated would not say how 
many jobs will be cut or what the 
company would do in cases where 
it would control multiple depart- 
ment stores in malls. Analysts at 
Smith Barney estimates that 94 
malls have stores with Federated 
and May nameplates. 

The company wants to hear 
what regulators say about wheth- 
er and how many of the overlapping 
stores will have to be closed or sold, 
Lundgren said.

Tainted Glove 


Latex covering may 
not make hands more 
sanitary, study says 

HEALTH I There’s something reas- 
suring about watching restaurant 
workers handle our food with gloves, 
but the appearance of extra cleanli- 
ness may be no more than that — 
appearance. That’s what a team of 
Oklahoma scientists suggests after 
studying hundreds of tortillas pur- 
chased at fast food eateries. 

The team was addressing a 
debate among scientists on wheth- 
er gloves actually lower the chance 
that germs end up in food — and 
thus the chance customers can get 
food poisoning. 

The case for gloves: They keep 
food from bare hands, which con- 
stantly touch things illness- causing 
microbes can end up on. 

The case against gloves: They’re

only squeaky clean if new, and users 
may wash their hands less. 

In the study, published in the 
January issue of the Journal of 
Food Protection, scientists bought 
371 tortillas, one at a time, at 140 


restaurants from four fast food 
chains. Roughly half the samples 
were from gloved workers, the oth- 
ers the ungloved. 

A lab blended a small piece of 
each tortilla in sterile fluid and cul- 
tured them in nutrients to see what 
grew — specifically, if microbes that 
flourish inside us would show up. 

The reassuring news: Very few 
samples spawned cultures of the 
microbes being tested. The discon- 
certing news: There was no statisti- 
cal difference between glove -han- 
dled tortillas and those touched by 
bare hands. 

Dean Oliver, a food safety profes- 
sor at the University of California, 
Davis, said studies show dirty hands 
usually contaminate gloves’ exteri- 
ors as they are put on. “The main 
purpose of gloves is they look good 
to customers and inspectors,” he 
said. “Hand washing is still key.”

‘Be Cool’ gives John 
and Uma one more 
spin on the dance floor 

SEQUELS I John Travolta made 
dancing a signature of his perfor- 
mance with “Saturday Night Fever,” 
so it would seem obvious that this is 
a guy who knows a little something 
about shaking it in front of a cam- 


era. Yet Travolta had to convince the 
makers of “Be Cool,” the sequel to 
the 1995 comedy “Get Shorty,” to let 
him hoof it up to a South American 
beat in the new movie.

Not only does Travolta burn 
up the dance floor in one memo- 
rable “Be Cool” scene, but he does 
so reunited with his “Pulp Fiction” 
co-star Uma Thurman. 

Travolta, 51, reprises the cool-as- 
a- cucumber Chili Palmer character 
that he first portrayed in the orig- 
inal comedy, based on an Elmore 
Leonard novel. The streetwise 
mobster-turned-movie -producer 
has abandoned the fickle movie 
industry and set his sights on the 
music business. 

The sequel finds Palmer encoun- 
tering a whole new universe of 
bizarre and dangerous charac- 
ters in the music business, includ- 
ing Russian mobsters and gangsta 
rappers. 

For Thurman, 34, who joined 
the “Be Cool” cast on the heels of 
her physically demanding “Kill Bill” 
films, it was a welcome change to 
dance and not have to hit anyone.

A&E s Mob Ties 



A basic-cable network 
takes a costly gamble 
on The Sopranos’ 

RISKY BUSINESS I A&E is placing 
a $195 million bet and perhaps its 
future on Tony Soprano’s back. 

The basic cable channel’s recent 
purchase of rights to telecast edited 
versions of HBO’s “The Sopranos” 
for a record- shattering $2.5 mil- 


lion per episode is the new year’s 
most significant television deal. The 
reruns will start in fall 2006. 

The deal for another of HBO’s 
crown jewels, “Sex and the City,” 
has worked out well for TBS. But 
the price tag for “The Sopranos” 
has left many television execu- 
tives wondering how A&E can 
possibly profit. 

Court TV General Manager 
Marc Juris, who was outbid for the 


show, likened the deal to building a 
10,000 -square-foot mansion in a 
run-down neighborhood: “You will 
definitely impress a lot of the neigh- 
bors and make a lot of noise, but I 
don’t think you’ll get your money 
out of it.” 

“We don’t do anything that 
doesn’t make money,” said Bob 
DeBitetto, A&E programming 
chief 

But to this day A&E has been 
haunted by losing syndication 
rights to “Law & Order” in 2002. 
Acquiring the rights to “The 
Sopranos” gives A&E cachet. 

As a show rife with violence, sex 
and bad language, “The Sopranos” 
will have to be edited to meet basic 
cable standards. Some fans wonder 
how that can be done without steal- 
ing the show’s essence. 

Juris said he’s not rooting for 
failure, but he and many others in 
television are wondering the same 
thing: “I don’t see how the math

After several meetings, Moby 
and V2 and W executives created 
a game plan, encompassing par- 
ties, CD sales and contests. Also 
being discussed is the possibility 
of W being the exclusive hotel of 
the artist’s upcoming Hotel tour, 
which begins in the spring. W oper- 
ates 21 hotels in North America. 

“The brand marketing is key 
here,” noted V2 marketing direc- 
tor Debbie Chertock, adding that 
Moby recently met with several 
music supervisors from the WB 
Network to discuss potential synch 
licensing opportunities. 

“Hotel” will be sold in all W gift 
shops, on the hotel’s Web site and in 
the mini bars in all 5,100 W hotel 
rooms in North America.

THE WASHINGTON REDSKINS

Baseball Set to 
Begin Drug Tests 

DOPING I Testing under baseball’s 
new drug agreement will start 
Thursday, according to the com- 
missioner’s office. 

Lawyers for players and owners 
have been drafting the deal since 
they announced the agreement for 
tougher testing on Jan. 13. 

“We’re going to be in the camps 
testing starting the third of March, 
and I expect the language to be 
wrapped up in the next couple of 
days,” Rob Manfred, management’s 
executive vice president for labor 
relations, said Monday. 

Under the new rules, players 
would be suspended for 10 days 
for a first positive test for a per- 
formance-enhancing drug, 30 
days for a second positive test, 60 
days for a third and one year for a 
fourth. (AP)

Scholarships At 
Risk After Report 

Over 400 D-I programs fail academic standards 


COLLEGE SPORTS I More than 400 
sports teams at the nation’s Division 
I schools could lose scholarships 
next year under the NCAA’s new 
academic standards, according to 
a report released Monday. 

Most of the scholarship losses, 
which would be for one year, were 
expected in football, baseball and 
men’s basketball. 

Of the 5,720 Division I teams, 
about 410 risk penalties. About half 
of the nation’s 328 Division I schools 
have at least one team that could 
face sanctions, according to the 
NCAA’s preliminary report. 

The NCAA’s new calculation 


generates a score between 0 and 
1,000. The number is determined 
by a points formula that rewards 
long-term eligibility and retention 
of student athletes. 

The most prominent programs 
that appeared in trouble were the 
men’s basketball teams at Fresno 
State and Baylor. Fresno State 
received a 611, while Baylor scored 
647 — a figure affected by the trans- 
fer of several players after the 2003 
shooting death of Patrick Dennehy. 

At Maryland-Baltimore County, 
the men’s indoor track team scored 
a 600 — a figure athletic director

Tian Tang was road-tripping 
through New Mexico this past sum- 
mer when he noticed a Mitsubishi 
Mirage proudly emblazoned with 
Chinese characters. But he imme- 


diately spotted one little problem: 
The decals identified the car as 


a Honda Prelude. 


The incident inspired him 
to create Hanzismatter.com, 
a blog dedicated to the mis- 
use of Hanzis andKanjisin 
Western culture. (Hanzis 
are Chinese characters; 
Kanjis are Chinese char- 
acters borrowed or modi- 
fied for use in Japanese). 
Since the site launched in 


September, examples of 
garbled tattoos, T-shirts, 
advertisements and other 


gaffes have poured in. Tang, 
a graduate research assistant 
at Arizona State University in 
Tempe, and his international 
panel of Chinese and Japanese 
experts decipher and debate the 
often-baffling finds. 

“I had known that Westerners 


weren’t very multilingual, but started 
increasingly noticing mistakes,” said 
the 28 -year-old Tang, who moved 
to the United States from China in 


1990. The site’s take-home message: 
“People want to stand out. They don’t 
want to learn something.” 

The majority of submissions are 
photos of tattoos. “People ask, 1 got 
the tattoo, can you tell me what this 
means?”’ said Tang. “And I’m like. 
Why didn’t you do this before you 
got that tattoo?”’ 

Most of what he sees amounts 


to gibberish, such as an “Extremely 
Military Affairs Stopping” tattoo 
or, in the tragic case of some- 
one who thought her tattoo read 
“Mike,” “Healthy Catch Empty 


were arbitrarily taking them from 
tuna cans. “They just look pretty and 
mysterious,” he said. 

Tang just wishes he’d stop seeing 
the same mistakes: missing dots, 
extra dashes, backwards charac- 
ters. In tattooing, he sees frequent 
errors on the “flash,” the slate of 
characters from which customers 
choose designs. Tattoo artists may 
use out-of-date characters or sourc- 
es, and the meanings of characters 
can also change over time. “If you 
really want to get it done, do your 
research,” he advised. 

Gino Anthony of Midtown 
Tattoo in the District uses online 
Hanzi and Kanji dictionaries to find 
the right characters for tattoos. If 
there’s any doubt, he charges the 
customer $19 to consult a paid dic- 
tionary service. Sometimes he’ll 
walk down the block to an Asian 
take-out restaurant and check with 
its employees, he said. 

“If it takes seven more minutes 
to verify it, it’s worth it, you know?” 
Anthony said. He maybe more con- 
cerned than his customers: Some of 
them don’t care whether their tattoo 
is in Chinese or Japanese, he said. 

To some, it may not even matter 
what a tattoo (or a T-shirt or a car 
decal) means — as long as it looks 
like it shouldhe meaningful. Asian 
characters say “something, but other 
people don’t know what it is,” said 
Sikhia Billingham of Washington’s 
Black Enque Tattoos and Piercings. 
“It’s like a secret.” 

But if you see your tattoo on 
Hanzismatter.com, you’ll know the 
secret’s out. chris mincher (express) 


Achievement.” Some flubbed 
characters don’t even exist. 

Tang is especially 
bewildered by corporate 
errors, such as a Nike ad 
for LeBron James basket- 
ball shoes — which he said 
reads “Extinguish fire from 
the base” — and an Urban 
Outfitters T-shirt printed 
backwards. 

Just as people don’t 
have to fully understand 
another culture to be fas- 
cinated by it (ask any star- 
ry-eyed exchange student), 
“you don’t need a knowl- 
edge of the language to like 
Asian characters,” said Gary 
Weaver, professor of inter- 
national communications at 
American University’s School 
of International Service. People 
are most attracted to the aspects 
of other cultures that are different 
from their own, he said. 

“It’s like, T’m cultured because 
I know something foreign,”’ said 
Tang. 

“It’s not just Anglos that have this 
problem, it’s American Asians, too,” 
said Weaver — especially those who 
have become removedffom their her- 
itage through the generations and 
retain an interest in their culture 
without a full grasp of the language. 

For example, while Weaver was 
researching Asian-American gangs 
in New York, he encountered FBI 
experts who were having trouble 
understanding the characters a 
gang was using to signify member- 
ship. It turned out gang members

I read online that before Halle 
Berry, Tom Green (for “Freddie Got 
Fingered” in 2001) was the last 
actor/actress to accept the award in 
person.

By showing up at our awards, 
with her Oscar in hand, Halle Berry 
set a high bar for both fellow actors 
and our future ceremonies. She is 
the first person of her stature to 
have the courage and sense of 
humor about herself that allowed 
her to attend our show. I hope it’s a 
precedent others will follow. 

Your criteria for qualifying a movie 
to be judged (budget, Oscar-winning 
star, etc.) make sense, but what cri- 
teria do you use in actually making 
the judgment? Hammy acting, card- 
board sets, confusing plots, etc., or 
pure informed intuition? 

We look at box office, budget, 
what we call “Razzie pedigree” (if the 
film features someone we’ve recently 
Razzed) and critical reaction. Any 
film that gets below a 25 percent 
approval on Rotten Tomatoes is 
likely to draw our attention. 


Is it fair to say big-budget films 
that bomb have a better chance at 
a Razzie? Anybody can make an el 
cheapo disaster, but it takes a real 
effort to make an “Alexander.” 

Often it is precisely because we 
know someone is capable of better 
work that they got Razzie-nominat- 
ed. Someone like Britney Spears is, 
of course, not capable of much bet- 
ter than she’s become a star doing. 
Someone like a Laurence Olivier 
or a Jessica Lange, both deserv- 
edly respected actors, is, in my 
mind, even more deserving when 
they blow it big time. 

I think “Son of the Mask” is already 
leading the pack in nominations for 
the 2005 Razzies, no? 

In addition to “Son of the Mask” 
there are “Constantine,” “Elektra,” 
“Hide and Seek” and several more. 
One of the keys to the Razzies’ suc- 
cess is that Hollywood just can’t seem 
to stop making really bad movies.
